U. S. Officials Anxious. 

Washington, D. C., June 25.—Anxiety in- 
creased today in official quarters over the 
situation in Mexico City, with which the 
state department has been unable to com- 
municate by telegraph for several days. 

Reports that Gen. Pablo Gonzales was 
engaged in an artillery duel with the Za- 
patistas gave the first indication that the 
Villa-Zapata forces in Mexico City had de- 
termined to offer resistance to the invad- 
ing Carranza army instead of evacuating. 


May Force New Crisis. 
While it has been generally understood 
that there will be no further develop- 
ment in the general Mexican situation 


is thought in official quarters that the 
situation in the southern capital may 
force a new crisis. 

Gen. Carranza has given the American 
government formal assurances that every 
effort will be made by Gen. Gonzales 
to guard the lives and property of for- 
eigners if his troops enter the city. It 
is feared, however, that the fighting may 
be carried into the old capital by the 


contending forces. 
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Miss Amelia Sears of the bureau of pub- 
lie welfare called Mrs. Rowe's attention 
to the curfew ordinance.

Mrs. Rowe Explains System. 

When asked about the proposed reform 
Mrs. Rowe said that the system to be 
adopted for getting the children off the 
streets at night and sent to their homes 
had not yet been fully developed. It had 
been left to Chief Healey and herself 
to develop. Whether policemen will pick 
up the children or whether volunteers 
from women’s organ ions would be re- 
quested to round them up, has not been 
definitely decided, she said. Chief Healey 
was doubtful whether youthful offenders 
should be taken to the police stationg 
But all were agreed that the curfew ordi- 
nance should be enforced.

A generai shutdown of Chicago's entire 


puilding construction industry, including 
lumber yaids, brick yards, stone, lime,

‘jon supplies was ordered last evening at 2 
session of representatives of the allied 
puilding and material interests 


The shutdown is regarded as the begin- 


ning of one of the greatest labor wars in 
recent years. The action was the answer 
of the employers to the referendum vote 
of the striking carpenters defeating over- 
whelmingly the proposition to give Gen- 
era! President Kirby full power to arbi- 
trate all questions in dispute. 


Shut Up Factories Today. 

The general shutdown will begin today. 
When in full force it will throw out of em- 
ployment more than 200,000 men, includ- 
ing a large force of teamsters. By means 
of the shutdown-—practically amounting 
to a lockout—the employers hope to pre- 
vent the independent carpenter contrac- 
tors from getting supplies and thus throw 
out of work 10,000 carpenters who are 
working under individual agreements. 

It is understood the various industries 
will not be shut down all at once. This 
is to avoid the appearance of concerted 
action and the possibility of a charge of 
conspiracy. 

The meeting was held in the rooms of. 
the Builders club in the Chamber of Com- 
merce building. It was a delegate meet- 
ing, the various allied interests being 
represented by committees. Bankers and 
financial interests were represented by 
David R. Forgan, president of the Na- 
tional City bank. 


Forgan Cites Parley Failure. 

Mr. Forgan made a speech in which he 
assured the employers and material men 
of full support of the city’s bankers. He 
asserted the bankers are firm in their 
sland with the employers in the move- 
ment to close down all the plants. He 
insisted the only way to settle the present 
dispute is by arbitration, and he asserted 
the carpenters have forfeited sympathy 
kor their cause because of their refusal 
to accept Mayor Thompson's offer to 
bring about a settlement by arbitration. 

The action was taken in response to an 
appeal by Charies W. Gincele, president 
of the Building Construction Employers’ 
association. The meeting lasted from4 in 
the afternoon until 8:30. William 
Schlake, president of the [Illinois Brick 
company, was chairman. | 

Following a spirited discussion the res- 


olutions committee reported a set of 


resolutions which were adopted unan!- 


mously. The decision to close was stated 
qos follows:

Chief Points of Resolutions. 
Summarized, the resolutions contained 

the following principal points: 

That the employers have been forced 
to unite to protect themselves from 
many abuses in the building construc- 
tion industry. 

That the employers have endeavored 
to prevent strikes and lockouts by in- 
sisting upon uniform agreements pro- 
viding for the adjustment of all dis- 
putes by arbitration. 

That all interests represented de- 
clare for arbitration in all labor dis- 
‘putes. 

That in view of the present de- 
plorable conditions in the building in- 
dustry, with the continuance of strikes 
and the refusal of certain unions to 
submit their disputes to arbitration,”’ 
it is impossible to continue in a 
practical manner the operation of the 
several industries because the operat- 
ing and overhead expense are greatly 
in excess of the output and sales.

RUSSIAN BARONESS ARRIVES 
ON INTERNATIONAL MISSION. 


Will Stay Five Days to Work for 
Better Understanding Between 
Russia and United States. 


Baroness de Klifuss Proctor of Petro- 
grad, who spent many months in relief 
work for Great Britain and allies, ar- 
rived at the Hotel La Salle yesterday. 
During her brief visit of five days she 
hopes to work for better understanding 
and sympathy between the United States 
and Russia. 

In Russia we love Americans,” she 
said in quaint English, but over here it 
does not seem to me you are overfond of 
my countrymen. These two great com- 
mercial allies, the United States and Rus- 
sia, should learn to know each other bet- 
ter. Already Russia has spent $100,000,- 
000 in America and will spend many 
more while the war lasts, and afterwards. 
Russia must have American munitions of 
war or she will not be able to keep up the 
war. She has lost b&ttles because she 
had no ammunition. My brothers have 
written me that soldiers have gone into 
battle carrying iron sticks. They had no 
guns. Russia needs American assistance 
for the suffering women and children in 
Poland and other provinces.” 

The baroness said she believed vee war 
would last at least two or three years 
longer, until the German emperor was 
brought to his knees.’ 

“They are all drunk with blood, " she 
cried; “they are mad; they are dizzy. 
They couldn't stop if they wanted to; 
they must fight to the end if England is 
not to become a German dependency.“ 

Since the abolition of the vodka trade 
the Russian people have gone into the 

war much more seriously than before, 
said the baroness. Especially enthusias- 
tic are the upper classes to enlist, she 
said. ° 
It is possible that a society for Rus- 
sian relief will be organized in Chicago. 


SPAIN PREPARING FOR WAR; 
MAY JOIN ALLIES BY FALL.

Chicago's movie censor board will be 
deprived of practically all its power if 
Gov.

Stale censorship of films. 

An opinion to this effect was given. to 
| Second Deputy Funkhouser yesterday by 
Assistant Corporation Counsel George I. 
Reker. In the judgment of the city gu- 
thorities the new act opens the way for 
removing all restrictions on the exhibi- 
tion of immoral pictures. 

Maj. Funkhouser has been notified Gov. 
Dunne will hold a hearing on the meas- 
‘ure next Monday. Representatives of 
(various racial, civic, and religious or- 
ganizations will leave for Springfield to- 
morrow night to ask the governor to 
veto the bill. 

The Clause That Scares. 

Following is the clause that particular- 
ly arouses the apprehension of the city 
authorities: 

Only such films as are in the judgment 
and discretion of the board of censors of a 
moral, educational. or amusing and harm- 
less character shall be passed and ap- 
proved. The board may work in conjunc- 
tion ‘with any Censor board of other 
states. 

This confers on the state board a 
blanket right to pass any kind of picture, 
according to the verdict of the city law 
department. The“ judgment and discre- 
tlon of the board, it is pointed out, are 
the controlling factors. Furthermore, the 
board is permitted to accept the finding 
of any other state without going through 
the formality of examining the film. 


State Takes Precedence, 
„The Chicago ordinance absolutely pro- 
hibits the showing of scefies that would 
promote crime, immorality, or race preju- 
dice,“ said Maj. Funkhouser “It isn't 
left to the ‘discretion of the censors."’ .

MR. BRYAN AD LIBITUM. 

Mr. Bryan, escaped from the painful restraints 
of office, is now enjoying the privilege of free and 
unlimited utterance. We are to have a good deal 
of the sort of thing he gave an enormous peace 
Meeting in New York Thursday: 
I appeal to you to make your views known to 
the president, that he may be strengthened against 
the. insolent clamor of those who ridicule peaceful 
methods, and, “ if infuriated by the scent of blood, 
are bellowing fot war. I appeal to you to cast your 
influence, not in favor of either side but in favor 
of peace for the United States and against war 
with any of the belligerent nations.” 

Mr. Bryan's popular eloquence and popular emo- 
tional substitute for real consideration of national 
and international problems are going to make him 
a formidable factor in our public life at this time. 
It is significant that the meeting he addressed passed 
a resolution for an embargo on munitions of war, 
which is a fair sample of how Mr. Bryan's activities 
may be expected to “ strengthen the president.” 

There is no clamor in the United States and no 
bellowing unless it be the clamor of Mr. Bryan 
against clamor and the bellowing of Mr. Bryan 
against bellowing. But the amount of damage Mr. 
Bryan can do as a prophet of sentimental cosmo- 
politanism at a time when the United States needs 
more than ever in its history to face the facts ef 
international relations is not small. 


VON REVENTLOW NOT SUPPRESSED. 
The suppression of Count Reventlow was an evi- 
dence of a better attitude toward the United States 
on the part of the high German authorities which 
might have been welcomed had the eclipse lasted 
longer. Count von Reventlow’s rank and relations 
to the military powers in Germany have given his 
rabid and often grotesquely untrue attacks upon 
America almost the weight of official affront. Cer- 
tainly they indicated a willingness in high places 
to condone if not indeed to encourage a sensational 
demagogism hardly consistent even with official 
amity. What the purpose of Von Reventlow’s tirades 
is we do not know. We do know that they would 
not be tolerated by German officialdom ff there were 
mot some reason for their toleration. It is a pity 
» there is no disposition to put a stop to them. No 
American army or navy officer, active or retired, is 
allowed liberty to indulge himself in abuse of Ger- 
many. 


UNDERSTANDING THE JAPANESE. 
We are not called upon to moralize over the Jap- 
anese or to criticize them or to dislike them but 
merély to try to understand them. We should be 
awkward rather than sublime in the seat of justice. 
The mantle of Daniel did not fall on us and facts 
reveal that the wisdom of Solomon avoided us. But 
without anger or prejudice, as nearly without emo 
tion as possible, we ought to try to see more than 
the smile on the Japanese face. 
It might not be necessary to say this so often if

Their orders in council violate rules heretofore 
recognized in general practice. Their blockade of 
the German ports is merely a process, completely 
effective, of veizure wherever safe and convenient. 
It is effective, but it is not a blockade in the sense 
heretofore recognized. Moreover, it ie a restriction 
not upon Germany, Austria-Hungary, and Turkey, 
but a restriction upon all Europe. 

It has been seldom that a maritime nation so 
completely controlled the seas. It is a control con- 
ditioned by the submarine, but it is control never- 
theless. Submarines can drive dreadnaughts to 


‘|shelter and interfere with their operations, aa evi- | 


dently has been done in the Dardanelles. They can 
snipe them, but in spite of that the seas remain 
closed to such shipping as Great Britain prohibits. 


This control is established in part by disregard of 
neutral rights. If they were regarded the control 


ment has recognized that a blockade in the accept- 
ed sense of a close cordon cannot be maintained 
because of submarines. That is a recognition of 
the fact that sea law as it is stated is not an ex- 
preasion of the times. It must be modified when 
opportunity is given the nations to come together 
again in conference, and for the time being it is 
nullified to meet necessity. 

That is an admission that the submarine has 
made a change, and it has been Tun Trisune's 
contention that if there is to be a modification for 
protection against the new method of naval warfare 
there should be à modification to recognize the use 
of the method. ) 
It is contended by American authorities on inter- 
national law that the United States must stand 
squarely for law as it has been recognized and 
omit no protests and remit no efforts to bring the 
offending belligerents back into compliance with it. 
This, we think, would be a policy as faulty as it 
would be futile. The law is not an unalterable 
dictum. It is an expression as to conditions, and 
when the conditions have changed the expression 
will have to change. It is not unnatural for the 
change in fact to precede the change in word. 

The law has not taken account of the submarine 
because it did not anticipate it and its effective- 
ness. Great Britain’s interference with trade be- 
tween neutrals seeks justification in the fact that 
a blockade merely of German ports would only 
divert supplies for Germany into neutral ports for 
easy transshipment. We do not admit the justifica- 
tion, although we can see the fact, 
Germany could de supplied through the ports of 
Holland as easily as through her own, and Great 
Britain is determined to prevent it whether the 
process conforms té law or not. The statements 
made to the United States government indicate that 
it fs the British desire to make this restraint of 
trade as little damaging to the United States as 
possible, but also the British intention to maintain 
the restraint. 

Our protests serve to preserve the record, but 
evidently not to alter the purpose. If this nation 
were prepared to insist upon its demands we should 
have no controversy with either Great Britain or 
Germany. We are not prepared, and the wonder 
is that we make any impression at all upon nations 
whose necessities impel them vo strongly toward 
the disregard of neutral rights. , 


HELPING REGULATION. |

During the last ten years we have made railroad 
Management a public-function. Almost every state 
in the union has some sort of a regulatory body in 
addition to the federal commission. That public 
regulation has not always been successful is prob- 
ably due to misunderstanding on both sides and 
education along the lines suggested probably will 
go a long way to temper the demands on the one 
side and the replies on the other. We have had 
transportation instruction in our universities for a 
number of years, but not with the prominence at- 
tached to the latest experiment. 

Anything that tends to give us a more enlight- 
ened public opinion In railroad regulation is cer- 
tainly welcome.

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ING WILLIAM of Wirtemberg’s 
palace at Stu ia the first 


j royal residence to be subjected to 
| an aerial attack since the present 
war began last summer. It was 
subjected the other day to a severe dom- 
bardment by a large squadron of French 
and English aeroplanes, which managed 
to do considerable damage to the palace. 
Strictly speaking it le a group of palaces, 
built around the great Schiossplats, and 
all connected with ono another, the older 
portion dating from the beginning of the 
sixteenth century. Stuttgart was orig- 
inally merely a stud farm of the early 
counts of Würtemberg. whence ts name 
of Stuten Garten,“ mentioned as such 
in documents dated 1220. After the de- 
struction of the castle of Wirtemberg the 
rulers of the country transferred their 
residence to Stuttgart, which in 1500 be- 
came the recognized capital of the nation.

The older portion of the palace was on 
one memorable occasion used as an inn, 
a unique distinction in its way. Peter the 
Great, when traveling through Europe, 
was so bent on retaining his incognito 
that he absolutely decifned to take up his 
quarters in the royal palace at Stuttgart, 
or to be treated as a foreign sovereign, 
insisting upon going to an inn. | 
Having learned of this prior to the

hung out, stating that within there was 
“geheer for man and beast at moderate 
prices,” and that the name of the inn 
was the Koenigsbau.” 

When the czar’s carriages and retinue 
entered Stuttgart the postilions, pre- 
viously instructed by the Wirtemberg 
officials, drove straight to the palace and 
there, standing at the main entrance, 
was the jolly old duke, fat and burly, 
arrayed in the traditional costume of a 
boniface, with white apron and cap, while 
the various princesses, princes, great 
nobles and of his court were 
costumed as waiters and waitresses, hos- 
tlers and other servants. 

Peter the Great, hugely amused by this 
witty and kindly manner of humoring 
his wishes, entered thoroughly into the 
joke, which was kept up until the follow- 
ing day, when he proceeded on his jour- 


ney. ; 
Noticing that tM postilion mounted on 
the wheeler of his traveling carriage was 


his clothes ragged and covered with mud, 
he made the remark to one of his attend- 
ants that there was at least no mistake

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DUNNE APPROVES 
“BILL FOR BOOST 
IN JUDGES’ PAY 


Supreme Court May Decide I 
Those Recently Elected 
Wil Get Raise, 


(BY A STAFF 1 

Springfield, III., June 2%.—[Special. }— 
Gov. Dunne announced today that he had 
given his approval to the Smejkal bill 
raising the pay of the judges of the Cir- 
cult and Superior courte of Cook county 
from $10,000 to $12,000. He also signed the 
bill which boosts the salary of the Cook 
county state’s attorney from $10,000 to 
$12,000. 

The contention tn the legislature when 
the bille were going through was that 
the state’s attorney's bill had to be en- 
acted to make the judges’ bill constitu- 
tional. Gov. Dunne makes no statement 
as to whether the act, in his judgment, 
affects the judges elected on June 7, or 
otherwise. 

The bill had been passed by practicaily 
the unanimous vote of Cook county legis- 
latore aided by a strong proportion of the 
downstate votes. It was in proper form 
and was passed upon as good by the 
Last night the great- 
est pressure was exerted upon the gov- 
ernor by telephone, telegraph, and mail 
to make no delay in signing the bill.

The governor today gave out a list of 
Chicago lawyers who had interested 
themselves particularly in this respect.

JOBLESS BILL 
BECOMES LAW 


Henderson and Other Meas- 
ures of Social Workers 
Signed by Dunne.

Springfield, III., June 25.—[{Special.J— 
Among the bills signed by Gov. Dunne to- 
day, the most important, from a Chicago 
standpoint, was the Henderson unemploy- 
ment bill, recasting the entire system of 
state relation to men and women seeking 
work. 
This wes followed by the Lyle Dill,

LEGISLATIVE VOTE LEAGUE

For First Time in Years Senate Was 
Outdistanced by Lower Branch in 
Merit of Course. 


The Legislative Voters’ league, sum- 
ming up the work of the recent legislature, 
finds for the first time in many years that 
the lower house deserves more credit for 
good work than the senate. 

“In any comparison,” says the league 
bulletin, “‘ the senate for the first time in 
a number of years must suffer. With the 
ending of the long seven weeks’ speaker- 
ship deadlock the house members got 
down to real work. 

“Speaker Shanahan has proved to be 
an efficient presiding officer and practi- 
ally every measure of importance was 
given some consideration in the house.” 

While regretting the failure of many 
good measures, such as the constitutional 
convention resolution and civil service 
extension, the league finds much to com- 
mend.

Experts Predict New Marks. 

Officials, drivers, mechanics, touta—vet- 
eran frequenters of race courses—are con- 
ident that all existing records from 50 to 
500 miles will be broken.

Unanimously 
they agree the speed for the total distance 
will average more than 90 miles an hour. 

Some few seem unreasonably extrava- 
gant in their prognostications, and were 
their reputations less formidable, their 
judgment less practical, one would hesi- 
tate before heeding their guesses. Among 
these is Ray Harroun, chief engineer of 
Maxwell Motors, Ltd., ex-racing driver of 
wonderful ability and so conservative he 
usually leans backward. Harroun guesses 
the winner’s average will be 100 miles an 
hour.
